aided and abetted by others known and unknovra 'to the Grand Jury, did knowingly devise and 
intend to devise a scheme and artifice to defraud Navy Army Community Credit Union and obtain 
money by means of materially false and fraudulent pretenses, representations, and promises, and 
for the purpose of executing the scheme did use and cause to be used in interstate commerce wire 
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co mmu nications containing writings, signs, signals, and pictures in furtherance of the scheme, 
including email communications via Yahoo and MSN containing falsified proof of income 
pertaining to a purchase of a motor vehicle by customer R.A. from Hacienda Ford utilizing Navy 
Arrny Community Credit Union, a finmcial institution, as the financing entity. 

All in violation of Title 18, United States Code, Sections 1343 and 2.

the property subject to forfeiture, pursuant to Title 21, United States Code, Section 853(p), 
incorporated by reference in Title 18, United States Code, Section 982(b)(1).
